REMARKS. 


The schools have been protracted the present year, thirty-one 
weeks over those of past years, by raising additional money . 
for school purposes by the town. Each district has had a frac- 
tion over seven weeks additional schooling. The advantage of 
this to our children was evinced on the closing day of the schools. 
It is to be desired for the benefit of the rising generation in 
town, that no backward step be taken in this matter, but rather 
a forward one. 

In district one, through the agency of the teacher, Miss 
Elvira R. Smith, forty dollars were raised by an exhibition, giving 
that district seven week’s extra schooling. ‘Those present at the 
last day of the school could see that the money was well invested. 

Those who have taught our schools this year, without exception, 
have shown themselves to be good teachers and we could con- 
fidently recommend them as such to any parties wishing to 
secure competent instructors in any of our common schools. 

The school in district three was unfortunate in the removal of 
its teacher Miss Frances S. Buzzell by sickness, after teaching a 
week and a half of the fall term. This removal made a_ break 
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difficult to repair. © Mrs. C. M. Godwin was called to take the 
vacant chair, which she filled acceptably as a teacher. 

The records for the year show that a goodly number of visits 
have been made to the schools by parents and citizens. ‘This is 
praiseworthy. We hope there will be more of this than ever in 
the years to come, as it is so pleasing to teachers and pupils. 

The school house in District 2 has been repaired, and very 
much beautified by the outlay of one hundred dollars. The sum 
of twenty-five dollars was laid out in repairs on the school house 
in district one.
